Among the 
interesting things recorded in this edition, we find under the

accownted an eretyck and on a Sonday that was the xii day of 
Maii in the presence of the lorde legate and many other bysshops 
and lordys of England the sayd Luther was openly declared an 
eretyck at powlys crosse and all his bokes burnyd.”
